TRADERS in St Peter’s say road¬ 
works are losing them so much 
custom that their livelihoods are 
threatened. 

Work to lay gas mains is under way on roads 
in the heart of the village, meaning routes in 
have been restricted or closed completely, 
confusing both motorists and pedestrians. 

The pipe-laying was due to begin on Monday, 
February 16, but it eventually started on the 
Wednesday, meaning two extra days of misery 
for traders. 

Many of those with businesses in the village 
feel their customers are confused and fear that 
business may never return. 

Nina Lonton runs Nina’s Cafe in the High 
Street. 

“My trade has dropped significantly since 
the roadworks began,” she said. 

“I’ve seen a drop-off of about 200 per cent 
during my coffee hours, from mid-morning to 
lunchtime. It’s not a good situation to be in. 

“The work has to be done, but there seem to 
be signs everywhere and I don’t think people 
know what is going on. The bus route has had 
to be changed, too, which has not helped.” 

The work is being carried out by Morrisons 
Utility Services on behalf of Scottish Gas 
Networks (SGN) and is due to be completed in 
eight weeks. A bus service that brings people 
in has also had to be re-routed. 

Barbara Reynolds runs the Pets Pantry 
with her husband Colin, the premises doub¬ 
ling as a fruit and vegetable store. 

She has had to throw away fresh produce

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Villagers united to defeat 
plans for gambling arcade

BIRCHINGTON has united 
to oppose the establishment 
of an arcade in its main 
street. 

All sectors of the community have 
vowed to fight the plans as they fear 
the planned arcade would have a neg¬ 
ative effect on their community. 

From old Labour campaigners such 
as Bernard La Roche to shopkeepers 
and Tory councillors, it is hard to find 
a voice speaking in favour of the plans 
for a gambling haven. 

Birchington South ward councillor 
Jo Roberts said: “It’s a lot of people 
from a broad range of villagers who 
are against this. 

“The general consensus is just that 


it isn’t the right place for something 
like that. 

“Station Road is a very busy street 
and when shop premises do come up 
they’re snapped up very quickly, so it 
would be a shame if an outlet for a 
local trader was not possible because 
of an amusement arcade. 

“Birchington is a village, not a sea¬ 
side resort, and it doesn’t want to be. 
People here don’t feel an amusement 
arcade is appropriate.” 

The application is being considered 
by planning officers at Thanet council. 

Cllr Roberts said: “It’s a difficult 
decision for them to make as they 
have to abide by the regulations, but 
the feeling is that this is not the right 
place.” 

Petitions are being collected in the 
village to oppose the plans, with forms 
avalable in local shops whose owners 


support the anti-arcade movement. 

One petition has garnered more 
than 1,000 names, with hundreds 
more of the village’s 9,800 population 
also signing up. 

Thanet council deputy leader Roger 
Latchford has spoken out against the 
proposals. 

He said: “All of the councillors are 
fighting this. I will speak against this 
at the planning meeting - it’s an 
important issue that needs looking at 
in great detail. 

“I’ve been around to see many 
traders - and many of them now have 
petitions.” 

Cllr Latchford added that the 
arcade could prove a “magnet” for 
antisocial behaviour. 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale is also 
against the plans, put forward by Mr 
J Simmonds, of Hoo.

because trade has fallen so dramatically. 

She said: “It’s absolutely ridiculous. 
If people think the shops are closed 
they might find somewhere else to go 
and not return. I’m having to throw 
produce away as it goes off.” 

She added: “It’s a Catch 22 - the 
work has to be done, but why should 
we lose our businesses?” 

A SGN spokeswoman said: “This is 
essential gas mains replacement work. 
We are investing around £55,000 in the 
network in the area, putting down new 
piping to secure the gas supply. 

“If we don’t do this work, there could 
be problems further down the line. 

‘We started late because other work 
was taking place on the diversion route 
and the local authority has asked us to 
delay our work by a couple of days.” 

She added: ‘We did letter drops to the 
residents and traders in the area to tell 
them about the work and we have 
maintained pedestrian access, allowing 
deliveries to the shops. 


‘We have been speaking to traders on 
the site and have team managers on 
site who are speaking to people who 


are interested in what’s happening.” 

The roadworks are due to finish on 
Wednesday, April 15.

THE auntie of Slumdog Millionaire 
star Dev Patel has spoken of her 
delight at the success of the film 
after it scooped eight Oscars, 
including best film. 

Hillie Patel, who runs Bickers newsagents in 
Eastry, near Sandwich, said she was pleased 
that people could now see a different side to 
India than the usual portrayal in Bollywood 
blockbusters. 

Danny Boyle’s Mumbai-based film shows the 
life of a young man from the Dharavi slums, 
played by 18-year-old Dev, who appears on the 
Indian version of Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire. 

Some criticism was received from people in 
India about the film’s director Danny Boyle 
highlighting the impoverished and brutal life of 
the slums, with many claiming it painted a bad 
picture of their country. 

Hillie said: “In what little we see of India in 
films, you don’t usually see this side, but this is 
real and it does happen. 


“It’s not just India, though - you get these 
problems in Africa, Brazil and other countries. 

“There is some criticism about Danny Boyle 
not giving the Mumbai children he used in the 
film enough pay, but I think everything is going 
the right way for them now.” 

When the film first hit the big screens, Hillie 
admitted to Yourdover she hadn’t seen it as her 
two sons, Dev’s cousins, aged nine and 13, are 
too young and she promised to watch it with 
them. 

She said: “I have to say I’ve seen it now and 
I’m very pleased. I haven’t spoken to Dev about 
it as he’s been so busy. It would be good for my 


boys to see it as they were bom and brought up 
in this country and reading about the film has 
made them enquire about issues in India. 

“Dev’s grandparents - my parents - are anx¬ 
ious as he is only 18 and they want to make 
sure he is going in the right direction, but they 
are still so happy for him.” 

Asked whether there had been an increase in 
customers to the shop, Hillie said: “People come 
and visit from the surrounding villages and I 
know a lot of old-age pensioners are going to see 
the film in Sandwich. 

“This is what is special about Kent - it feels 
like everyone’s involved.”

RAMSGATE now has a new town 
council... well, sort of. 

A statutory order allowing its cre¬ 
ation has been signed by Thanet 
council, although it will not have any 
members until elections are held in 
the summer. 

The new authority will initially be 
referred to as a parish council, but 
members can decide at the first 
meeting if they want the title 
changed to town council, along with 
an elected mayor. 

The new council will have 16 mem¬ 
bers, with seven wards. 

These will be the same as the 
existing district wards and have the 
same name. 

Central Harbour, Eastcliff and 
Northwood wards will each be repre¬ 
sented by three members. 

Newington, Nethercourt and Sir 
Moses Montefiore wards will have 
two members each, and Pegwell one. 

The new council will be elected on 
Thursday, June 4, which is the same 


day as the Kent County Council and 
European elections. 

The new members will take office 
on Monday, June 8. 

The Charter Trustees for Rams¬ 
gate, who have represented the 
town’s civic dignity since the dissolu¬ 
tion of the old borough in 1974, will 
themselves be dissolved on the same 
day. 

Under the statutory order, the 
town mayor will continue in office 
until the new council appoints a suc¬ 
cessor. 

Thanet council officers will man¬ 
age the transition to the new author¬ 
ity, as well as allotments at Chilton 
Lane and Jackey Bakers recreation 
ground until such time as the new 
council decides how it wishes them 
to be managed. 

Thanet council chief executive 
Richard Samuel said: “All the 
arrangements are now in place 
ahead of the elections taking place at 
the beginning of June.”

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Channel Dash war heroes are to 
be honoured at special dinner 


A MEMORIAL dinner is to be held 
in honour of the airmen who took 
part in a famous Second World War 
operation. 

The Channel Dash Association has 
announced that the Second Sea Lord has 
“graciously granted permission” for the dinner 
in the Painted Hall of the Old Royal Naval 
College in Greenwich. 

Operation Fuller involved the interception of 
the German fleet as it attempted to ‘dash’ up 
the English Channel from Brest, France, to the 
safety of German ports on February 12,1942. 

Eighteen men of 825 Naval Air Squadron 
took off from RAF Manston in six slow, fabric- 
covered Fairey Swordfish torpedo biplanes in a 
heroic yet futile attempt to stop the assembly of 
one of the largest-ever German battle fleets.

Thirteen airmen were killed in the attack, with 
27 other lives lost aboard HMS Worcester. 

Beatles producer Sir George Martin is vice¬ 
patron of the Channel Dash Association. 

He said: “They must have known they would 
probably be killed in such an incredible attack. 

“Some have compared it to the Charge of the 
Light Brigade, but this was no mistake. 

“It was a deliberate sacrifice, a last-ditch 
attempt to prevent two great German warships 
from joining up with a large fleet that could 
destroy all our Atlantic shipping and with it the 
future of our country.” 

The dinner will raise funds for a memorial to 
the men involved, which will be unveiled at 
Manston airport on August 29 this year. 

The dinner will be a VIP gala affair filled with 


military pageantry, nostalgia, the premiere of a 
song written for the occasion and short read¬ 
ings to set the scene. 

The evening will conclude with fund-raising 
activities including an auction of limited- 
edition memorabilia.

Centre fails to 
win lottery cash 

LOTTERY money that would have 
helped fund the building of the Broad- 
stairs and St Peter’s Community 
Centre will not now materialise. 

Ian Dale, chairman of the Broadstairs 
and St Peters Community Centre 
Trust, has revealed that its £450,000 
bid has been turned down. 

He said: “It is disappointing to report 
that we will not receive any further 
funds from the Big Lottery. 

“Perhaps this is not surprising when 
taking into consideration the current 
economic climate and the substantial 
number of calls on the limited lottery 
funds that are available.” 

Mr Dale says he is still upbeat about 
the project going ahead and that altern¬ 
ative funds will have to be found to 
make up the £2.75 million project cost. 

“The potential lottery fund allocation 
would only have represented 16 per 
cent of the capital requirement for the 
building of the centre,” he said. 

“This shortfall will need to be 
addressed and discussions will take 
place at the next trustees’ meeting.”

Port authority's £lm cannabis haul 


CANNABIS valued at £1 million has been 
seized at the Port of Ramsgate. 

UK Border Agency officers uncovered the 
haul on Tuesday last week. 

They made the discovery during routine 
checks on unaccompanied freight arrivals, 
finding 500kg of cannabis resin, which has 
an estimated street value of £1 million. 

The drugs were found on a lorry coming into 
the country from Ostend, Belgium. 

They were in a mixed load disguised as a 
working generator. This consisted of a large 
red box containing eight live car batteries 
wired to provide an electrical charge. 


Beneath the batteries was sand with the 
cannabis resin underneath. 

The case has been passed to HM Revenue 
and Customs investigators. 

HMRC spokesman Bob Gaiger said: “HMRC 
investigators and their UKBA colleagues 
work closely to prevent drugs from entering 
the UK and harming our communities. 

“Our investigations will not only focus on 
those transporting these drugs, but also 
those who mastermind and finance this il¬ 
legal activity. Anyone with information about 
illegal smuggling activities should call the 
Customs hotline on 0800 59 5000.”

What advice would you offer a potential DJ?

He also 
has a similar sense of humour to me. It’s 
Simon Mayo. He had a superb breakfast show 
back in the late 80s and early 90s - it was just 
the best thing I’d ever heard. It was that that 
made me realise the job I was doing at that 
time was not what I really wanted to do. What 
I really wanted to do was radio, just like Simon 
Mayo. 


A When it all goes wrong and listeners look 
at their radio and think you’re a plum. I try 
to laugh it off, saying that “Yes, I am stupid”.

News merger turns 
off rrV's viewers

HUNDREDS of TV viewers 
across Kent have vowed to switch 
ofFITV Meridian after the station 
merged three news areas into one. 

The ITV Meridian South East show has 
been combined with the Thames Valley and 
South shows into a single “pan-regional” 
broadcast. 

The super-region reaches a population of 
eight million people, 12 county councils, 86 
MPs, 60 district councils - from Dover to 
Oxford and Medway to Portsmouth - and 
seven international airports. 

Kent viewers have taken to ITVs message 
board in their hundreds to complain about 
the move. 

Angela Fyfe, one of more than 500 viewers 
to hit out at the new show online, wrote: 
“The news area covered now is far too large. 
Nobody in the Kent area is interested in 
Southampton, West Sussex and so on, and I 
am quite sure all viewers feel the same. 

‘You will lose many loyal local news watch¬ 
ers by these changes, please think again.” 

‘That Ginger Guy 7 added: “Cringeworthy 
television at its best. I don’t bother with ITV 
with news any more. 

“It’s dreadful that you thought of saving 
money by making local news no longer local 
or watchable.” 

‘PGC’ wrote: “I have tried to be patient and 
give the new-look programme a chance. But 
I’m afraid it has lost not only its identity, it 
has also lost its sparkle, personality and 
charm. 


“The audience is there for a local news pro¬ 
gramme - but this isn’t it. If ITV want to 
save money, this is not the answer, why drive 
your audience away?” 

ITVs online editor Jonathan Marland said 
the combined ITV Meridian news bulletin - 
with East and West segments - had come as 
a result of “economic realities”. 

He wrote on the ITV website: “The 
changes have all been made against a back¬ 
ground of massive upheaval in British 
broadcasting. In a nutshell ITV had an obli¬ 
gation to make regional news as part of the 
original conditions of its broadcasting 


licence. But those conditions have been 
relaxed as a result of the huge number of 
digital stations now competing for advertis¬ 
ing revenue, and the credit squeeze. 

“This is all part of a big national debate 
about public service broadcasting and who 
should pay for it. The problem is that PSB is 
expensive and cannot be maintained on a 
purely commercial basis. 

“The Government is promising to come up 
with a solution soon. 

“In the meantime economic realities have 
forced changes across the whole PSB land¬ 
scape.” 


University of Kent 
opens up a world 
of study in Brussels 

The University of Kent markets itself as the UK's European 
University. It has partnerships with colleges in Germany, 
Spain, Austria, France and for more than ten years it has 
been running its own small campus in the political heart of 
Europe. Reporter ED HILL paid them a visit. 

ONE small floor of an office 
block in Brussels is a hive of 
academic achievement that 
reaches out across the 
entire world. 

The small institution 
caters for around 200 stu¬ 
dents keen to make a career 
in the world of international 
politics and diplomacy. 

The city is the ideal loca¬ 
tion for the University of 
Kent’s School of International Studies due to its 
connection with many of the world’s largest politi¬ 
cal organisations, such as the EU and NATO. 

John Macgregor, dean of the school, said: “We 
have been here for ten years. It started off with a 
dozen students so it has had tremendous growth.” 

The courses run at the institution specialise in 
international relations and law, as well as many 
other topics. All the courses are aimed at post¬ 
graduate students. 

Most of the students that attend the school 
come from overseas, with the majority coming 
from America and Canada. 

Marty Gaal, 35, from Vancouver, said: “I had 
been living in Asia for six or seven years and 
needed to come back to do a PhD and I wanted to 
come to Europe. To find an English speaking uni¬ 
versity in Brussels met all my requirements. 

“The course here has meant I have been able to 
make lots of contacts. I worked with the 
European Parliament and a consultancy firm.” 

The MA courses generally run for one year and 
have expanded to include conflict analysis, inter¬ 
national economics and migration studies. 

The University of Kent has also announced it is 
setting up courses in humanities for postgradu¬ 
ate students in Paris.

ISLE pupils considering a career 
in one of the public-service profes¬ 
sions have taken part in a range of 
health-care, policing and educat¬ 
ion sessions at Canterbury Christ 
Church University.

Tory councillor Chris Wells says that a rejuvenated community centre is breaking down barriers 



Making a difference to lives 
is one of the perks of the job 


ONE of the more difficult ques¬ 
tions politicians get asked is: how 
can you be sure anything you have 
done has made a difference? 

Sometimes the answer is easy: representing 
parents at school appeals, transport appeals, 
benefits advice, advocacy at rent tribunals, 
grants to local organisations - all have a clear 
image of where and how you have helped. 

Sometimes it is less obvious, yet somehow 
more important. For example, the half-term 
step-out project at St Paul’s community centre. 

The project brought together young people to 
create a dance routine with professional musi¬ 
cians and dancers. The end product was a 
vibrant and energetic 15-minute routine, 
greeted with acclaim by the audience on the 
Friday evening. 

What was less clear was the two-year-plus 
lead-in time that brought everything together. 

I met Nicky Goulder, the founder of Create, 
the charity which brings professionals to work 


with communities, three years ago and knew 
that this service could help young people in 
Thanet. 

However, at the time, St Paul’s had neither 
the capacity nor facilities to host an event. 

I had to support the trust and help it refur¬ 
bish facilities in a number of ways. This includ¬ 
ed the Stronger Safer Communities Board, 
KCC local board funding schemes, help in 
placing the new children’s centre in the build¬ 
ing opposite, that kind of thing. 

Anyone who has seen this facility in recent 
months will know just how much it has 
improved and how much the community has 
valued that change. 

We also needed to have access to parts of the 
community with whom we may not have nat¬ 
ural links. 

This came through the work of the Kent 
Refugee and Minority Group, where the bril¬ 
liant Beth Denning has established excellent 
relations with some of the minority groups. 

Again, the Stronger Safer Communities 
Fund has provided the basic finance and 


proved just what a worthwhile investment has 
been won from Government for our area. 

Only then can one offer to run a project 
which would help combat suspicions and 
unwillingness to mix bewtween cultures. 

But mix they did; in dancing, in music, in the 
sheer joy of working and achieving together to 
perform in front of proud parents and families. 

And what did those enthusiastic young peo¬ 
ple ask? 

Can we do it again, but for longer, with more 
performers and a wider stage? 

So when you ask if I have made a difference, 
those comments are the icing on the cake. 

The bread and butter is the day-to-day 
improvement in relations between communi¬ 
ties united under the pressure of the difficul¬ 
ties they share, rather than the differences 
they perceive.

FOUR bands will contest a festival- 
themed battle of the bands final 
next weekend - with the winner 
earning the right to play alongside 
Brit pop heavyweights Supergrass.

THE controversy surrounding 
Jonathan Ross and Russell Brand 
last year was only ever going to do 
one thing - increase interest in both 
personalities and their subsequent 
projects. 

While the furore claimed Brand’s 
radio job, the more established star 
managed to get off with a suspension 
and keep his multi-million-pound 
contract alive. 

The return of his late-night talk 
show, which is by far Britain’s most 
popular, was eagerly anticipated. 

Many wondered if the host would 
be able to continue with his risque 
humour and close-to-the-bone 
interview style, which has proved so 
successful, or whether he would tone 
down matters. 

Perhaps it was a question that was 
always going to be a non-starter, 
because Ross really does know only 
one style, which I’m sure will please 
his legion of fans.

IT would be easy in this day and 
age to write Cornwall off as some¬ 
thing of a victim of its own success. 

It is, after all, hugely popular courtesy of 
warm Atlantic air and some dramatic, craggy 
coastlines. 

But is has something of an image problem; of 
being awash with surfers hurtling around in 
Scooby Doo-style camper vans and its housing 
stock being snapped up by the second-home 
brigade. It has given fuel to its critics who say 
its magic is diluted by a torrent of newcomers. 

Yet while in the summer the narrow streets 
winding down to picture-postcard fishing vil¬ 
lages set amid ragged rocks and bathed by 
turquoise waters become a mass of hot metal 
as cars compete for a slice of tarmac, off-season 
it retains a charm which is quite unique. 

And, despite its fame, it has enough nooks 
and crannies in which it remains possible to 
escape from the hustle and bustle of everyday 
life. Take The Lugger Hotel. A weak-armed 
child’s stone’s throw from the water’s edge, the 
17th century inn has long been entertaining 
visitors. It will come as little surprise it was 
once a smuggler’s cove - hidden as it is in a 
bay surrounded by steep cliffs. 

It nestles at the very foot of tiny Portloe on 
the Roseland Peninsula in Truro, 12 miles 
from St Austell. Its white-washed walls gleam 
against the lobster pots and boats which fish¬ 
erman use to land their catch just yards from 
the kitchen door. It feels so remote. You can’t 
even get a mobile phone reception here; which 
in this day and age is praise indeed. 

And it delivers a slice of style and luxury 
without any of the pomp and ceremony which 
can make some hotels almost intimidating. 


Our room, in a converted boathouse a 30-sec- 
ond stroll from the main hotel building, was a 
mass of spotless creams and whites - the linen 
deep and rich, the decor perfect for the spec¬ 
tacular setting outside your window. 

This is a walker’s paradise. Coastal routes 
wind their way up the cliff sides, providing 
perfect views across the deep blue waters and 
breathtaking scenery. The town itself, howev¬ 
er, offers little other than unspoilt charm. 

Remarkably, locals estimate about 70 per 
cent of the pretty cottages in Portloe are sec¬ 
ond homes. An evening stroll to the Ship Inn 
nearby is done in almost complete darkness 
and silence as darkened homes line the five- 
minute route. It’s a little eerie, and rather sad 
if truth be told. 

The small shops which have long since 
closed their shutters for the final time have 
stopped being the heartbeat of the this pretty 
village. Now The Lugger fulfils that role; 


expanding into nearby properties to offer a 
varied range of accommodation. 

Strapping on your walking boots for a stroll 
is the ideal way in which to build up an 
appetite for a meal in the low-ceiling, wooden- 
beamed restaurant. It is truly a gourmet 
delight. The daily changing menu boasts fresh 
caught fish and seasonal vegetables that 
almost throb with taste and freshness. 

There’s even a growing range of spa treat¬ 
ments on offer for the guest wanting to indulge 
in the ultimate in relaxation. An hour being 
pampered amid the candles and music before 
taking in the clean, crisp air outside is very 
much the icing on the top of a quite wonderful, 
self-indulgent cake. 

What’s more, with the Eden Project just 40 
minutes drive away and miles and miles of 
coastline to explore, Cornwall may just need to 
go back on the must-visit map. And The 
Lugger should be the must-book hotel.

Wide-ranging market 
study gets under way 

THE Office of Fair Trading has launched 
its market study into home buying and 
selling, following two months of discus¬ 
sion with interested parties on its scope. 

The study will take a comprehensive 
look at the market for home buying and 
selling services. It will consider: 

• Competition on price and quality 
between service providers, principally 
estate agents. 

• Prospects for entry by new business 
models, including internet-based. 

• Whether the regulatory framework 
provides the right balance between pro¬ 
tecting consumers and ensuring the 
market remains open to competition and 
innovation. 

• Relationships between estate agents 
and other service providers such as 
mortgage brokers, surveyors, solicitors 
and other professional advisors. 

The study will cover the UK, while 
recognising the significant differences in 
how the market works in Scotland. 

Heather Clayton, senior director of 
infrastructure, said: ‘We need to ensure 
consumers receive a good service when 
buying or selling a home, from a market 
that is competitive, innovative and well¬ 
functioning. We have had constructive 
discussions with interested parties and 
are starting the study with a clear 
understanding of the key issues.”

Average house price 
falls £28K in a year 

THE average house price is now 
£156,753, down almost £28,000 on 
January 2008. This represents an annu¬ 
al decrease of 15.1 per cent. 

In London, the average price fell 14.1 
per cent annually to £306,183. 

It is the 17th month in a row where the 
annual rate of change has fallen, in con¬ 
trast with 21 months of uninterrupted 
increases in the average annual rate of 
change between December 2005 and 
August 2007. 

The most up-to-date figures available 
show that during November 2008 the 
number of completed house sales fell by 
67 per cent to 33,404 from 100,730 in 
November 2007. 

In London only 3,504 house sales were 
completed in November 2008 compared 
with 12,719 in November 2007 - a fall of 
72 per cent.

Agents confirm growing 
first-time buyer activity

FIRST-time buyers are edging 
out of their shells and tentative¬ 
ly beginning to venture into the 
offices of estate agents. 

They are the key to any property recovery. 
If first-time buyers are not buying, chains 
simply can’t develop, let alone be completed. 

But now the National Association of 
Estate Agents is reporting many of its 
members are seeing more first timers. 

All that needs to happen now is for the 
banks to lose their Scrooge image. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has said 
he wants to see the end of 100 per cent 
mortgages, which will make life even hard¬ 
er for first-time buyers, who will have to 
show their deposit funds have not been bor¬ 
rowed and are pure savings. 

Mr Brown has also been told stamp duty 
should be scrapped for all but the most 
expensive properties to ease the burden on 
new buyers. 

And Northern Rock, virtually nation¬ 
alised this time last year, has announced it 
will be lending up to £14 billion over the 
next two year - more welcome news for the 
market in general. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
estate agents’ association, said: “Our figures 
show there is huge demand for property 
from first-time buyers, who are increasing¬ 
ly visiting estate agents, registering their 
interest and searching for property. 

“These figures demonstrate they are being 
frustrated at the final hurdle because 
lenders are not making mortgages available. 

“First-time buyers are crucial, not only to 
the housing market, but the entire econo¬ 
my. More must be done to help them.” 

And John Oakley, the chairman of the 
association’s east Kent branch, said he too 
was seeing the start of some sort of recovery. 

He said: “Locally there is a marked 
increase in first-time buyers registering 
with our member firms. 

“With the reduction in house prices, they 
perceive now is a good time to get on the 
housing ladder. 

“Houses are now affordable, but first-time 
buyers are being frustrated by the difficul¬ 
ties in getting a mortgage, with lenders 
looking for ever larger deposits. 

“If the first-time buyers are not helped 
and encouraged to take that first step, the 
rest of the market cannot get moving. 
Banks and building societies must stop put¬ 
ting obstacles in the way and start to 
release funds. 

“The housing market is one of the main 
drivers of the economy and when houses 
start selling it has a positive knock-on effect 
to many other sections of the community.”

THERE’S not much scope for 
grand styling within the compact 
dimensions of a supermini. 

So the latest Mazda2 makes a refreshing 
change, but the Japanese marque learned the 
hard way how supermini buyers crave style as 
well as practicality; the original Mazda2 drove 
well enough, but erred too much towards MPV 
styling to be a big seller. 

The current low slung, lightweight and aero¬ 
dynamic three/five-door ‘2’ (from £8,899) 
better suits the brand’s ‘Zoom-Zoom’ image. 

Slinky lines are not let down by the drive 
either; a slick gearbox and lively engines 
mated with a neat and tidy chassis, balancing 
good grip and steering with a decent ride, 
makes the ‘2’ one of those rare cars that you 
can enjoy without a masses of power. 

This bodes well for an almost obligatory hot 
model later on to wear the wide stripes with 
which you can already customise your Mazda2.

extra power of the 85bhp TS2 model without 
going the whole way to the 102bhp 1.5-litre 
petrol Sport (£11,799). 

The 1.5 is lively alright, but does not bring 
much more to the party in return for costing 
£2,000 more than our favourite. 

One thing all versions have in common 
though is their eco-friendliness - the Mazda2 
is much lighter than its predecessor and most 
rivals, which means lower emissions and 
better fuel consumption. 

The Mazda is well-equipped as standard: 
electric front windows, driver seat height 
adjustment, MP3 compatible CD radio with 
auxiliary jack and electric door mirrors. 

The interior is also spacious and airy due to 
a relatively long wheelbase and low window 
line, while the dashboard is smart and well- 
arranged, with the high-mounted gearshift 
falling nicely to hand for a sporty drive. 

The seats are comfortable for this class too, 
though Mazda has cut some corners with the 
quality and feel of cabin materials, while extra 
interior space, comfort and style may have 
been bought at the expense of the boot, 250 
litres being shy of the 285-ish benchmark set 
by top-selling rivals.

'Human capital' seen as 
key to firms'efficiency 

ATTRACTING and retaining skilled 
employees is now seen as the most impor¬ 
tant source of using trade resources effi¬ 
ciently for UK businesses, according to 
new research. 

In a poll of almost 200 senior executives, 
83 per cent felt that in light of the current 
skills shortage, human capital was the key 
factor in having an edge over their com¬ 
petitors. 

The survey, conducted for professional 
services group KPMG by Opinion Leader 
Research, found that the current skills 
shortage was the most pressing issue fac¬ 
ing British organisations. 

Kathy Lloyd, head of people services at 
KPMG in Kent, said: “The success of the 
UK increasingly relies on our ability to 
function as a highly skilled, hi-tech econo¬ 
my and employers are right to be con¬ 
cerned about the difficulty in finding staff 
equipped with both basic and more 
advanced skills.” 

According to the survey results, nearly 
three-quarters (74 per cent) of companies 
surveyed felt that the UK fell short in 
terms of skills, particularly literacy and 
numeracy. 

Staff retention was cited as the second 
key people-issue that UK firms expect to 
face in the future and businesses are con¬ 
sidering a raft of measures to counter this. 

Most popular of these would be training 
and development (62 per cent), finding 
ways to retain top performers (61 per cent) 
and leadership development (59 per cent).

Act now to sustain a 
health y bottom line

BUSINESS chiefs have been told 
to grasp the nettle and embrace 
sustainable commercial activity - 
or face the Government imposing 
regulations upon them. 

An audience of high-powered county busi¬ 
nesspeople were at last week’s Institute of 
Directors/Business Link breakfast on sustain¬ 
ability in business. 

David Boomer, head of energy efficiency and 
climate change at the IoD, said: 
“Sustainability is a business agenda which 
has been coming of age for some time, but it 
has to be a fundamental part of business. 

“You can’t talk about it without energy effi¬ 
ciency and climate change. The UK, for the 
future, has a huge skills gap. We need innova¬ 
tive sustainable skills with clear leadership 
and investment. 

“If business doesn’t respond, Government 
will regulate. We need to develop business and 
skills capacity.” 

He was speaking at the conference centre in 
Sittingboume’s Kent Science Park, a fitting 
venue because the park’s senior management, 
led by director James Speck, is also keen to 
develop skills for the area and beyond. 

He was introduced by Kent IoD chairman 
Frazer Thompson, who said: “Sustainability is 
something we can do without sacrificing win¬ 
ning new business.” 

Mr Thompson runs the Chapel Down wines 
group at Tenterden and he said it recently 
took a look at its own carbon footprint - and a 
half was in the wooden posts in the vineyard. 
They have since been swapped for metal ones. 

Andrew Fletcher, managing director of 
Carbon Control energy conservation company, 
said: “From speaking to many business own¬ 
ers and managers it became apparent to me 
that businesses are in fact concerned about 


reducing their energy consumption, costs and 
increasing their sustainability. However they 
sometimes lack the knowledge, expertise and 
time to tackle these issues.” 

He said businesses could access national and 
local grants - as well as support such as the 
Carbon Trust’s interest-free loans - and they 
should also check out enhanced capital 
allowance schemes. 

Erica Russell, Business Link’s market devel¬ 
opment manager (sustainable business) said a 
company’s green credentials should encom¬ 
pass its issues with energy, water, waste, raw 
materials, legislation and transport. 

Paul Anderson, who runs Stone Circle 
Livery between Woodchurch and High 
Halden, which claims to be the UK’s first and 


only fully organic livery yard, gave a mini case 
study and stressed the need to be committed, 
determined and innovative. 

High quality commands a premium rate and 
with the credit squeeze some customers left 
and a long waiting list vanished, he said. 

However, he increased his rates but also 
increased the amount he had been setting 
aside for environmental improvements from 
each customer as well. 

“Nothing happened - then the emails start¬ 
ed to come through. It was a very worrying 
moment for us. 

“From being in a dire situation a few months 
ago we are getting the customers coming back. 
It has put us on the national and internation¬ 
al stage - we’ve had amazing PR.”

Yorath: ref justice 
was not to blame 

IF Terry Yorath was aggrieved by a 
couple of refereeing decisions that went 
against his side at Wealdstone on Saturday, 
the Margate manager wasn’t about to use 
them to excuse a performance that was at 
best mediocre and at worst abject.
